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Another year’s experience at this institution only confirms 
my previous opinion, that it is for the interest of the tax payers of 
this county, financially, to support as many of their poor here as 
the Almshouse will comfortably accommodate. 

We now have only one hundred and forty-seven inmates here, 
while the capacity of the house is amply sufficient to suitably ac- 
commodate two hundred or more. i 

Therefore by adding fifty or sixty more to the present num- 
ber, would increase the expense only to the amount of the first 
cost of the material required to feed and clothe them. 

And I would suggest to the County Commissioners that if 
there are poor persons away from farm, who are receiving their 
full support from the county, that all such persons be removed 
here, whose circumstances are not such that they would be bet- 
ter off with their friends, as I think they can be much better ac- 
commodated here and with very much less expense, especially if 
they are aged or sick. 

In regard to the welfare of the mmates of this institution I 
have tried to do my duty in making them comfortable and happy 
so far as 1 could do so with such a variety and condition of peo- 
ple as we have to deal with here, and for further information I 
will reter to the report ot our Physician and Chaplain, also the 
Auditors and all parties who have visited us during the past year 
and previously. 

By my long experience at this farm and my facilities for 
learning the condition of the various classes of poor people all 
over the county, I am most decidedly of the opinion that the in- 
mates of our Almshouse are more comfortable and happy than they 
were before they came here to live. 

The whole number of persons supported and partially support- 
ed at Almshouse for the year ending April 30th, 1881, was 195. 

The number of weeks board furnished these individuals was 
7751. 

The number of weeks board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of arrival and the date of depart- 
ure of each individual, and by dividing that number by seven, it 
gives the number of weeks that each person has remained. 
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Many of them were here the entire year (365 days) giving 
to each of such inmates 52 1-7 weeks support. 

The total cost for the support of paupers on the farm for the 
year ending April 30th, 1881, is $8,308,59 ; divided by 7751, the 
number of weeks board furnished, it gives $1.07 1-5 as the price 
per week for board. 

Thanking all who have assisted me in word or deed in doing 
my duty the past year, I respectfully submit the above report.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 

I hereby submit the following report regarding the Medical 
Department of the Grafton County Almshouse for the year end- 
ing April 30th, 1881. 

Acute Disrases.—The institution has been singularly free 
from acute diseases during the past year. 

There have been only four deaths from diseases of that char- 
acter. 

Curonic Disrases.—Many of the inmates when admitted to 
the Almshouse are either very aged, or suffering from some 
chronic disease which disables them from earning a livelihood. 

The rate of mortality amongst such a class cannot be other- 
wise than large. 

Five deaths have occurred from Apoplexy, five from old age, 
and one, each from Consumption, Syphilis, Heart Disease, Can- 
cer, Bright’s Disease, Scrofula, and Chlorosis. 

Whole number seventeen. 

Oxsstetric Warp.—Four births have occurred during the 
year. 

'  Insane.—Thirty of the inmates may be considered insane. 
The insanity is mostly of a mild and inoffensive type. 

Sanirary Conpition.—That the Sanitary Condition contin- 
ues as good as heretofore is shown by the remarkable healthful- 
ness of the institution in the past year. 

Notwithstanding Diphtheria, Measles and Whooping Cough 
have prevailed extensively in the immediate vicinity, not a case 
has occurred among the inmates. This testifies, in language 
stronger than I can command, to the care and watchfulness of the 
Superintendent and Matron. They, also, spare no pains to make 
the lives of the unfortunate ones committed to their charge pleas- 
aut and homelike. 

Permit me in closing to return thanks to the Superintendent 
and Matron for the unvarying kindness with which they have 
aided me in the discharge of my duties, also to acknowledge the 
courtesy of the members of the Board of Commissioners and thank 
them for the trust reposed in me.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


Religious services have been conducted at the County Alms- 
house every other Sabbath as usual during the year. These oc- 
casions are appreciated and enjoyed by a large number of the in- 
mates. ‘The poor have the Gospel preached unto them.” The 
Commissioners are to be highly commended for the liberal provis- 
ion they have made for the moral and spiritual improvement of 
this unfortunate class of our fellow beings. We trust that many 
have gone out from this institution to that ‘‘House not made with 
hands eternal in the heavens.” 

Twenty-one deaths have occurred during the year; nota 
large number when we consider that many are brought here sickly, 
and near the close of life. 

The Commissioners have been especially fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of the present Superintendent and his estimable 
lady for another year. 

Eight years of success and prosperity in managing the af- 
fairs of this institution, have convinced all who are interested in 
its welfare, and are sufficiently acquainted to judge correctly, 
that they possess rare qualifications, to bear the burdens, perform 
the duties, and meet the responsibili‘ies of their position. 

I ought to say that Mrs. George is a presiding genius through- 
out the institution. She understands ‘‘its true inwardness.” Her 
power and influence for good are felt in every department. 

The school has been in session during the past year 35 weeks. 
The average attendance 24. Miss Ina W. George has had the 
eare of the school since the beginning. Her discipline is without 
fault ; her influence over the school is remarkable, and her capaci- 
ty to teach is equal to the best. She ought to be retained. I 
know of no one that I think would do as well. 

The scholars have improved in their manners and general in- 
telligence, and have made commendable proficiency in their 
studies.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To The Citizens of Grafton County: 

At the time I made my last annual report, May Ist, 1880, 
there were pending in court, thirteen criminal cases. 

There are now pending but three of those cases, and those 
will be disposed of at the May term. 

During the year there have been two Grand Jury Terms, 
viz: At Plymouth in November last, and at Haverhill, in March 
last. 

At the November term the Grand Jury returned two In- 
dictments, viz :— 

One tor perjury, and one for selling as unincumbered land 
which was incumbered by mortgages. Both are yet undisposed of 
because the respondents have been beyond the limits of the state. 

At the March term the Grand Jury returned twelve Indict- 
ments for offences as follows: 


*¢ Procuring goods under false pretences, 
‘¢ Aggravated assault, 


For Illegal sale of liquor, 2 
‘¢ Drunkenness, 1 
‘¢ Burglary, 6 
‘¢ Forgery, 1

Five of these were disposed of at the March Term. 

One of the indictments for burglary was against a person, 
now in the Vermont States Prison, consequently he could not be 
dealt with upon this indictment and it is still pending. 

Another of the indictments for Burglary was against a party 
who was at the time serving sentence in jail at Haverhill and for 
that reason could not be tried upon this. The other five are still 
pending and if possible are to be disposed of at the May term. 

There are also upon the Criminal Docket four appeals trom 
the findings of Justices of the Peace. Those also I hope to be 
able to get a final disposition of at the May term. 

The petition of the town of Campton, which was pending at 
the date of my last report, has not yet been determined. 

At the November term last, it was referred to Judge 1. W. 
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Smith. <A time for hearing has once been fixed, but the Referee 
was not able to then hear it. It will either be tried by the Court 
at the May term, or a definite time for its trial will then he fixed. 

On the evening of April 2d inst., the four prisoners confined 
in Haverhill jail broke jail. 

Those prisoners were : 

George C. Fletcher who was serving a sentence imposed by 
the Bath Police Court. 

Harry Brown who was indicted for torgery at March term 
and on being arraigned in court plead not guilty, appeared by 
counsel, and has his case continued to the May term. 

Andrew H. Barrows, who was indicted for burglary at the 
March term, also on his arraignment plead not guilty and ap- 
peared by counsel and got his case continued to the May term. 

Joseph E. Bedor, who was indicted for burglary at the same 
term, plead not guilty, and the prosecution could not try him at 
the March term, without what seemed to me to be unwarranted 
expense. 

I have found no evidence of want of what I regard as proper 
care on the part of the jailor, Charles M. Pike; neither do I find 
any evidence of aid by parties from the outside. 

According to the best evidence I have been able to obtain 
they cut their way through the bars with a case knife. The evi- 
dence as to the way they got the knife is conflicting—but all theo- 
ries in reference to it exonerates Mr. Pike from all blame in re- 
lation to it. 

Two of the four have already been retaken, viz: Bedor and 
Brown. Bedor was captured in Bartop, Vermont, and Brown 
was captured in Barnston, P. Q., and both are now in jail at 
Haverhill, awaiting trial at the May term. We have been able 
to capture those prisoners through the action and efficient co-oper- 
ation of the. Vermont and Canadian officers. 

The jail has been repaired and put in a more secure condi- 
tion. 

The foregoing I respectfully present and submit as my report 
for the year ending April 30th, 1881.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 





The undersigned, Auditors for the County of Grafton, ex- 
amined the foregoing accounts, and vouchers for the same, of the 
county Treasurer and Commissioners for said county, on the 25th 
day of April, A. D., 1881. 

We found the accounts fully vouched and correctly east. 

The sums vamed in the vouchers and. payments are in our 
opinion according to the market value of the articles charged 
therein, and we believe that said articles have been used for the 
benefit of the county. 


The Commissioners and Treasurer, as will be seen by the 
foregoing report, have discounted six per cent. bonds, maturing 
in 1884, to the amount of $1500,. at liberal rates and considerable 
advantage to the county.e These bonds together with the interest 
coupons for the past year, as specified in Treasurer’s report, were 
presented to us and canceled. 


It has been the practice of the Commissioners heretofore, for 
want of ready money to meet current expenses, to issue time or- 
ders for the payment of pauper claims, due in September on the 
payment of the county tax. By this means, which applies to the 
Western district only, the hiriug of money has been avoided; but 
the orders so issued in March and paid in September, were car- 
ried over, from year to year into the report of the following year. 

The treasurer, in consequence of the easier financial condi- 
tion of the county, has been able to pay, during the past year, 
these time orders and current orders also. For this reason the re- 
port shows the expense of county paupers in the Western district 
for two years last past. 

Of the $21,000 reported as iu the treasury, $10,000 (less $1,- 
500 paid for the bonds above mentioned) is on deposit in the bank 
of Newbury, Wells River, Vt., and drawing interest at 4 per cent. 


The Commissioners have again made a substantial reduction 
in the county indebtedness, amounting in round numbers to $22,- 
000. 

A further reduction has been made also in the expense per 
capita of the inmates of the County house. Much of this is ua- 
doubtedly due to the admirable management of the superintendent 
and matron as well as to constant supervision and watchfulness on 
the part of the Commissioners.
